DEADLY SMASH 


An Express Telescopes

WHAT THIRTEEN MINUTES DID. 


Frightful Occurrence Due to the 
Loss of Time—No Warning Sig- 
naix—DBrave Efforts of an Engi- 
neer Fruifless. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

SHARON (Mass.,) 21.—A 
frightful rear-end collision occurred in 
the Sharon station of the New York, 
New Haven and Hartford road_ at 
7730 o’clock, when an express train 
which wes running as the second sec- 
tion of a long train, crashed into the 
first section, composed of local cars. 
suit’ six persons were killed 
and twenty-six injured. The injured 
were nearly all removed to Boston on 
a special train, which was met by 
ambulances and surgeons. 

The rear car of the local train was 
completely demolished, and a portion 
of the second car, while the engine 
of the express train was crippled.

It 
left Mansfield on time, making two 
stops, and had lost the thirteen min- 
utes between Mansfield and Sharon. 
It was due in Canton Junction, the 
next station beyond Sharon, two min- 
utes ahead of the express train, whicH 
should have passed it there. Sharon 
is situated on a curve, and both the 
outward and inward tracks are pro- 
tected by electric block signals. After 
the accident it was thought the block 
signals protecting the inward track 
was set at danger, showing as it was 
‘ntended that there was a train in the 
station. 

There was no warning given by the 
conductor of the Mansfield local to 
show the approaching train that the 
track was not clear at the station, 


speed was not skackened 


and it was not until he was within 
300 feet of the statiqn that the engi- 
neer of the express noticed anything 
wrong. He immediately set all brakes 
and whistled a warning, but it was ton 
late then to avoid the express. It 
crashed into the rear, splitting it as- 
under and completely demolishing it, 
with the exception of the roof. Its

engine had penetrated fully five feet 
into the rear of the second car. The 
escaping steam entered the car and 
badly scalded a number of the oecu- 
pants. The roof of the last car was 
forced on top of the engine of the ex- 
press and remained there as the only 
portion of the car intact. 

Engineer Getchell and 
Holmes of the express 
jumped. 
about the head. He stated after the 
accident that he left Mansfield 
promptly on time, and there was no in- 
cident until he was within 40) feet of 
the Mansfield train. Then he saw the 
red lights of that train and shut off 
steam. Meanwhile he had whistled 
for brakes and used every effort to 
stop his train. . 

Every one of the killed and injured 
was on the Mansfield train, and 
only explanation of the fact that thr 
number of fatalities is not larger 
that the passengers were in 
forward end of the car in the act 
alighting at the station. There 
about thirty people in the las’ car, and 
most of them at the time of the acci- 
dent were either upon the front plat- 
form or standing by the door. 

Mary Fitzpatrick, 10 years old, was 
taken from the wreck unconscious 
and died just as the special train bear- 
ing the injured started for Boston. 
Twenty-two of the injured were taken 
on this train, and four others whose 
names they refused to disclose 
mained in Sharon. 

The scene about the little station at 
Sharon was a terrible one. A large 
corps of surgeons and two undertakers 
arrived soon after the accident, and 
immediately set to work to relieve the 
suffering and care for the bouies of tse 
dead. There were very few lights 
about that portion of the track where 
the accident occurred, and the suar- 
geons were compelled to do their work 
in almost total darkness,

PHILIPPINE PORT NOW LN TOUCH 
WITH THE WORLD. 


Officialx Will Be Appointed for All 
Places Under Control of Our 
Forces—Col. Smith of California 
Director of Fiscal Affairs. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

MANILA, Aug. 21, 12:40 p. m.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.} Manila is now in 
direct communication with the outside 
world. The city remains qwvt. Amer- 
ican officers are busily engaged in .get- 
ting the government established. There 
has been considerable delay, owing to 
the fact that it- was necessary to get 
further instructions from Washington. 
Officials will be appointed by the 
Americans at the port of Manila, and 
all places in the Philippines in actual 
possession of the Americans will © be 
open during American occupation. 

Gen. MacArthur has been appointed 
military commandant of the walled 
city. These appointments have also 
been made: Provost marshal, Gen. 
Greene; director of fiscal affairs, Col. 
Smith of California; deputy provost 
marshal for North Pasig; Col. Over- 
shine of the Twenty-third Infantry, as- 


sisted by Deputy Smith, deputy pro- 


vost marshal for Pasig, Lieut.-Col. 
Whittier; collector of customs, Capt. 
Glassport. No official administrator 
of local laws has yet been apponited. 

Gen. Anderson has been sent to Ca- 
vite, having been detached from his 
command. His principal business will 
be to handle Aguinaldo, the insurgent 
leader. The insurgents are a little 
ugly. Several hundred have deserted 
and are trying to enter the city. 
Aguinaldo holds the waterworks, and 
has cut off the supply. The city is in 
great need of water. Aguinaldo has 
promised to open the works condi- 
tionally. He has made eight demands 
on the Americans as follows: 

“First—That the Filipinos withdraw 
only to certain limits. 

“Slecond—That they retain oertain 
city convents. 

“Third—That the Americans control 
only the city. 

“Fourth—That Gen. Merritt consult 
with him regarding civil appointments. 

“Fifth—That Filipinos have the right 
to enter the river and harbor. 

“Sixth—That Americans return the 
Filipinos’ arms. 

“Sevyenth—That the Americans 
confined to the city. 

“Bight—That the Filipinos have the 
right to enter the city armed.” 

Gen. Merritt sent a verbal reply yes- 
terday to these demands, but Aguin- 
aldo was away. The messenger re- 
turned today. There have been few 
slight disturbances in the city, but they 
were inconsequential. Confidence is 
returning. The shops are open, and 

is reviving.

They say 
business will be impossible under con- 
ditions which formerly prevailed nere, 
and that the Filipinos would not ve 
able to establish or maintain a gov- 
ernment. Aguinaldo represents’ only 
a small faction of the natives, and 
trouble would surely follow if he had 
control. The English declare that if 
the Americans give the islands back 
to Spain or hand them over to the Fili- 
pinos, they will have to quit. 

The monitor Monadnock arrived here 
Tuesday last, after a quiet voyage 
from San Francisco. Her crew suf- 
fered much from heat. She stopped 
at Guam, Ladrone Islands, now an 
American possession, and found that 
a Spaniard, who was accidentally left 
behind when the Charleston was there, 
had tried to proclaim himself governor 
and run affairs. When the Monad- 
nock arrived the pretender fed to the 
woods. 

Maj.-Gen. Otis, commander of the 
expedition, immediately came ashore. 
The vessel had an uneventful voyage. 
The other three transports conveying 
Gen. Otis's men are three days behind. 
It is thought probable that the water- 
works will be opened today. No ac- 
count of property captured from the 
Spaniards has yet been rendered. 

When the Spaniards heard that hos- 
tilities had closed August 12, the day 
before capitulation, they raised the 
question of the American status in Ma- 
nila. The matter was referred to Wash» 
ington for a decision. Gen. Merwitt 
said this evening that the situation had 
been practically settled, Aguinaldo ac- 
cepting the American conditions. It 
has been decided to replace the Span- 
ish police with American soldiers. 

The mouth of the Pasig River, which 
flows through Manila, has been cleared 
of wrecks sumk there by the Spaniards. 
The customhouse has been opened for 
days. The first day's receipts 
amounted to over $3000. Many goods 
have been placed in ¢he Warehouse, 
Duties on these are not to be paid until 
the goods are taken out. Maj. Bement 
has been appointed collector of internal 
revenue. The collection of these taxes 
begins tomorrow, The revenue from the 
internal excise equals all other taxes 
combined. 

The Spaniards have asked Gen. Mer- 
ritt for permission to send home 1600 
sick soidiers. The American. com- 
mandecr has given his consent. The 
Philippine treasury held only $60,000 
when it was turmed over to the Ameri- 
cans. Private W. A. Seymour of Astor 
Battery, who was wounded in an eén- 
gagement which preceded the surrender.

AMERICANS DISGUSTED. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. 


‘MANILA, Aug. 22.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch. ] The American troops are 
homesick and disgusted. They hope 


the Philippine islands are not to be re- 
tained by the United States. The in- 
surgents would Have pilaged Manila 
and confiscated property there, had 
they not been stopped from doing so 
by the Americans. They profess 
friendship for -us, and are allowed in 
the city when unarmed, but are kept 
under surveilance. 

The following address to the United 
States troops has been issued under 
date of August 17: 

“The Major-General commanding de- 
sires to congratulate the troops upon 
their brilliant. success in capture by 
assault of the defenses of Manila, Au- 
gust 13, a date which hereafter will 
be memorable in the history of Ameri- 
can victories. After a journey of 7000 
miles by sea, the soldiers of the Phil- 
ippine expedition encountered most se- 
rious difficulties in landing, due to pro- 
tracted storms, raising a high surf 
through which it was necessary to pass 
in small boats which afforded the only 
means of disembarking the army and 
supplies. 

“This great task and the privations 
and hardships of a campaign during a 
rainy season in tropical lowlands were 
accomplished and endured by all the 
troops in a spirit of soldierly fortitude 
which has given the commanding gen- 
eral most heartfelt pride and confi- 
dence in his men. Nothing could be 
better than the uncomplaining devo- 
tion to duty shown. 

“Within three weeks after the ar- 
rival in the Philippines of the greater 
portion of the forces, the capitol city 
of the Spanish in the East has fallen 
into our hands. He feels assured that 
all officers and men of the command 
have reason to be proud of the success 
of the expedition. :

“‘Adjutant-general. 

“By command of Maj.-Gen. Merritt.”

MILES TO LEAVE. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

PONCE (Porto Rico,) Aug. 22.—[Ex- 
clusive Dispatch.] Gen. Miles has 
decided to leave Porto Rico and re 
turn to the United States. Two mem- 
bers of his staff accompany him. Ar- 
rangements for, the evacuation of the 
island have reached such a state of 
completion that there will be little 
left for the joint commission of 
Spaniards and Americans to do. The 
Spaniards are withdrawing their 
forces from all garrison towns, and 
are concentrating them at San Juan, 
the capital, preparatory to embark- 
ing for Spain. Both armies, how- 
ever, maintain posts they established 
just prior to the announcement of the 
cessation of hostilities. The relations 
between Gen. Miles and Capt.-Gen. 
Macias are growing more friendly. 
Yesterday by agreement between them 
mails were allowed to pass between 
Ponce and San Juan, and vice versa. 
The telegraph overland will be opened 
to business shortly. 

Gen. Brooke is expected to arrive 
here from Arroyo today. Gen. Miles 
will recommend that he go aboard the 
transport with 170 Spanish prisoners 
and proceed to San Juan to - meet 
other commissioners. According to 
Gen. Miles, all the commissioners will 
have to do is to give receipts for gov- 
ernment property turned over’ to the 
Americans, and expedite the evacua- 
tion of the island, which the Span- 
iards appear more anxtous to do than 
the Americans are to have them. It 
is not decided by what vessel Gen. Miles 
will return. After he leaves, Brooke 
will be military Governor. 

The Official 
Rico, the government 
plays no ill-feeling 
United States, and 
relations with the United States 
will shortly be resumed. It is 
also reported from San Juan that San 
Martin, the commandant of the Ponce 
forces, who is alleged to have been 
shot for deserting the city, is now sick 
in the San Francisco hospital at San 
Juan. It is said he will lose his rank 
in the army. It is proposed to raise 
a subscription for him in appreciation 
of his evacuating the city without 
fighting, thus preventing loss of life 
and destruction of property. 

There have been no more disturb- 
ances at Ponce, and wealthy Porto 
Ricans insist there is no danger of fur- 
ther trouble. The men who were en- 
gaged in rioting were toughs. The 
Spanish are anxious for a large Ameri- 
can force to garrison the island.

PRESIDENT’S POLICY. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch. ] President McKinley 
has decided upon a policy regarding 
the Philippines. A Cabinet officer 
who saw the President today said to- 
day that the basis of instructions to 


our peace commissioners will be sub-- 


stantially as follows: 

First—The retention by the United 
States of the island of Luzon, on 
which the city of Manila is situated. 

Second—Equal trade facilities with 
Spain in the remainder of the _— 
pine group. 

Third—None of the islands to be dis- 
posed of to any other foreign nation. 

Fourth—The severance of all exist- 
ing relations between chureh and state 
in the entire Philippine group. 

While the commissioners will be al- 
lowed a certain degree of latitude, the 
other matters in the foregoing points 
will not be departed from or altered. 

Although the President has taken 
great pains to obtain the opinion of 
people regarding the disposition of the 
Philippines, he has not, in reaching his 
decision, been guided wholly by popu- 
lar sentiment. He believes that the 
people favor the retention of all the 
islands, and if he had absolute power 
it is probable he would instruct the 
commissioners t® demand the entire 
group. But he realizes that the Sen- 
ate, which must ratify the peace treaty, 
is not likely to favor acquisition of 
all the islands, and has for this reason, 
to use the words of a Cabinet official, 
assumed “middle ground.” 

FAVORED BY SAGASTA. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Ex-Colonial Minister. Moret, 
Sefior Villaurutia, Spanish Minister to 
Belgium; Sefior Leon y Castillo, Span- 
ish Ambassador to France, and Gens. 
Cerero and Bascar—all of whom are 
able men, and who all speak Eng- 
lish, are favored by Sefior Sagasta as 
members of the Paris commission un- 
less party and political considerations 
weigh in favor of others. 

The Cabinet at a meeting yesterday 
discussed Admiral Cervera’s account of 
the destruction of his squadron. Sub- 
sequently a Minister who was inter- 
viewed, ascribed Capt.-Gen. Blanco’s 
attitude as pacific. He added that the 
evacuation of Cuba is likely to be 
lengthy. The protocol merely stipulated 
that commissioners should be appointed 
within ten days from the date of sign- 
ing. It placed mo limit on the time for 
avacuation. 

Capt.-Gen, Blanco would retain his 
post during the sittings of the commis- 
sion, but he was at liberty to leave the 
island prior to the evacuation. It was 
certain that the transfer of Cuba to the 
United States would not be effected by 
Gen. Blanco. Duke Almodovar del Rio, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, did mot 
acknowledge the receipt of the message 
regarding the protocol. 

REWARD OF GALLANTRY.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

Gen. Merriam had several rea- 
sons for going to Honolulu. He is 
preparing his annual department 
report, and in order to complete it it 
was necessary that he go to the isl- 
ands to get an accurate view of the 
situation. He will also make ar- 
rangements for a military post and 
the encampment of the trogps that 
are to follow. This is not the least 
difficult of his duties, as Col. Bar- 
ber has reported considerable trou- 
ble in finding a satisfactory location 
for a post where lands can be ac- 
quired. While in the islands Gen. 
Merriam will make provisions for 
the enlistment of anative battalion. 
The native troops will be mustered 
in as soon as the recruiting officer 
has enough men to complete the 
battalion, and they will be on the 
same footing as the rest of the vol- 
unteer organizations.

FAMOUS WAR INDEMNITIES. 


Costs Assessed in the Four Greatest 
Wars of the Last Thirty-five Years, 


[Tit-Bits.] The practice of exacting 
money from a conquered foe is, in its 
present form, somewhat modern. In 
ancient times the victor despoiled the 
enemy he had overcome, sacked cities 
and took whatever of value he could 
carry away. Now he respects private 
property, but he makes the conquered 
nation pay the whole cost of the war. 
In either case the practice is analogous 
to that of civil courts, Which assess 
costs upon the defeated party. 

The four greatest wars of the last 
thirty-five years have all been fol- 
lowed by exactions of this kind. After 
Prussia defeated Austria in the “seven 
weeks’ war’ of 1866, she demanded of 
her adversary 20,000,000 thalers, or 
about £3,000,000 sterling, a modest sum 
as indemnities go. She made similar 
exactions also from the states which 
allied themselves with Austria. This 
was in addition to territorial conces- 
sions. 

Five years later France was defeated 
by Prussia, and besides being com- 
pelled to give the provinces of Alsate 
and Lorraine, was forced to pay Aer 
victorious enemy the enormous sum of 
£°00,000,000 sterling. Payment was to 
be extended over four years, and Ger- 
man garrisons were to be retained in 
France until the whole was paid, but 
the splendid patriotism of the French 
people 
ticipate the payments, 
German soldiers left

Russia, after defeating Tur- 
key in 1878, claimed, in addition to ter- 
ritorial concessions, a money indem- 
nity of 300,000,009 rubles. A consider- 
able part of this amount Turkey still 
owes to Russia. In like manner Japan 
foliowing the example of European na- 
tions, exacted from China in 1895 a war 
indemnity of more than $100.000,000, and 
guiltions more for surrendering her 

claim on the Liaotung Peninsula. This 
was in addition to tke cesston of the 
Island of Formosa. Such exactions 
from a defeated nation, whose _ re- 
sources are already nearly exhausted 
by the strain of war, seem severe, but 
if it is desirable that litigation be made 
not too easy and inexpensive to those 
who have a disposition to indulge in 
it. it is vastly more important that na- 
tions be deterred from entering upon

BATTLE OF EL CANEY. 


GRAPHICALLY DESCRIBED TY AN 
ENGLISH CORRESPONDERT,

He Had a “Front-Row-Seat”’ Close to 
Capt, Grime’s Battery—Deadly 
Werk of the Shrapnel—Grand 
Achievement at San Juan Hill, 


The following graphic account of the 
battle of El Caney is from the London, 
Eng., Mail of August 4. It was writ- 
ten by the Mail's correspondent at San- 
tiago under date of July 2: 

“Where's the best front-row seat? 
I asked a staff officer who passed me 
on horseback. 

“El Poso,’’ he answered, 
ths left at the end of the lane—a mile 
and a half further on.” 

I committed my shelter tent to a 
ditch with a sigh of regret for the tin 
of beef rolled inside it—the rest of my 
belongings, a water-bottle, and a handa- 
ful of biscuits I managed to drag 
ajong. 

The lane as it wound down-into the 
Valley grew muddier and muddier. In 
heaps along the side were the soldiers’ 
belongings thrown down as regiments 
At last the road 
reached a ford—the ford of the Aqua- 
dores River, clear water bubbiing 
briskly among stones, deliciously coel 
to my feet as I waded it. And there 
the descent ended.. A road led along 
to the right, another to the left. still 
another went straight on. I turned t 
the left,.as directed, and came to : 
ruin of stone and “wood, which, in the 
course of its career, had been a church 
and a sugar-mill, had apparently faile? 
dismally in both employments; and wa» 
now infested by Cubans. This was EF! | 
Poso, and in front of it rose a steep, 
bare hillock, with one stunted live oa" 
tree at the topfliround which could 
make out a group of staff officers. 

This was my front-row § seat. 
climbed up. 

There was a battery in position—four 
3 2-10-inch guns, under the command 
of Capt. Grimes. There also was 2 
perfect general view of the valley 
through which our men were to ad- 
vance. A broad, level, green plain 
carpeted with the tops of giant trees; 
above it shot up here and there King 
Palm plumes; here and.there a break 
in the carpet marked a clearing or a 
road-- One break leading diréctly 
ahead marked the road to Santiggo, 
the white line of the fort showing plain 
at little over a couple of miles on ris- 
ing ground against the dark  back- 
ground of a distant mountain range. 

On the extreme right, resting at the 
feet of the main chain of mountains, 
was a dark patch that looked like a 
stubble fie'd. That was the tile-roofed 
Village of Caney. Further back on the 
projecting foot of a mountain of the 
Same range a puff of smoKe and a 
boom told whence came the firing we 
had heard before. It was Capron’s 
battery plugging away at the stone 
blockhouse of Caney, whence came no 
response, since no guns were there. 

From Caney a road led to Santiago, 
which joined the direct road sume little 
distance in front of the town. 

Boom! 

“Say, boy, this is the 1st of July. 
we couldnt save Santiago for the 


On the left the little hill on which 
we stood chained on with another 
higher hill, beyond which was another, 
the chain forming a spur of:-a high 
ridge between us and the water. Be- 
hind us more mountains with = one 
cleft, dowm which wound the one single 
lane along which, in one long proces- 


sion, Our troops had marched from the ° 


base. 

From the direction of Caney came 
the sound of the crackling of thorns 
burning under a pot. We could see 
nothing—smokeless powder has sadly 
deteriorated war from the spectator’s 
point of view. The battle had begun 
on the right. 

Now for our side. Another miii- 
tary novice, with whom I found my. 
self on the battery, was bewailing our 
ill fortune for being here, and denounc- 
ing the officer who had recommended 
us to come, when we heard the officer 
in command give orders to clear every 
one off the battery. Our battery was 
about to open fire. After all, my friend 
and I were in luck’s way. 

“Why, of course,” said he, “if we'd 
known a thing about war we would 
have come here right away. Where 
the artillery goes there’s guns going 
to be let off, sure.’’ 

We moved cut of the way with the 
rest of the spectators, but we moved 
about five yards down from the crest 
of the hill into the shadow of the single 
scrub oak. By way of recovering 
something of the lost five yards, I 
chiimbed up into the first cleft of the 
tree, and waited for the curtain to 
rise. TI heard the order given to fire, 
and then camea rumble and the whack 
of the heaviest door-knocker in 
Bloomsbury on the drum of my left 
ear, and then a blankmess of sound 
broken at last by the voice of the of- 
ficer of the gun adjusting his range— 
2600 yards. 

As soon as I had quite recovered 
from the shock of our first gun I slowly 
but determinedly climbed down the 
tree. 

Bang! went the second gun. We saw 
the shell burst directly behind the 
blockhouse we were firing at. 

“Twenty-five hundred and sixty 
yards,” cried the officer, and Bang! 
went the third gun. Bravo! Hurrah! 
clean through the roof of the house. 
This was something like shooting. The 
blockhouse was one of the chief out- 
lving defenses of the fort of Santiago. 
We slung a few more shells around it, 
just for luck, and then stopnred. 

“By gad.” said one of the officers who 
was watching the operation. “TI don't 
believe the beggars in there have got 
anything to shoot with.” 

Our guns opened out in another di- 
rection to the right and front of the 
blockhouse. After some time IT made 
out with difficulfy a line on the slone 
of the hill. T fixed my glasses to ob- 
serve the effect of our next shot upon 


it. Rang! went our gun. I clapped 
my glasses to my eyes, and watched 


the distant trench to see the Snaniards 
bustle away. Boom! went some other 
gun at a distance. Before there was 
time to wonder what or where it was 
there came a sound in the air like the 
hiss of some awful firework sernent. 
Tt filled the entire atmosphere. As it 
approached the hiss hecame ai shrill 
whistle, and tne whistle a terrifying 


scream. 
“Shrapnel,” cried an officer, as he 
threw himself flat on nis face. 


“Crack,’”’ went something overhead, 
and eries of consternation came from 
the Cuban rendezvous in the ruined 
mill at the foot of the hill Boom! 
again. scream, whistle, creck: down 
we all went on our fac as close to 
the ground as we conld. 

“EYeld hospital. quick!” velled some 
one from the batterv. 

Sereech! again: this was too awful.

The little cluster of spectators had 
senareted at the first shot. We ran 
round for such shelter as the lee-side 


slope of the hill afforded. As: speed!ty 
as was possible. considering the diffi- 
eulties of the ground and the burning 
heat cf the sun. I marie my way hack 
to a spot which, while not exactly a 
front-row seat, was not quite the cen- 
ter of the Spanish shrapnel field. 

The lane was still choked um with 
troops tmpatient and umeasy at hearing 
so much of the fighting without taking 
any part fn it, or being able to see any- 
thing of it. Presently they began to get 
a sort of reflected view of it, when 
there came back from the front a group 
of ragged, ‘black Cubans carrying a2 
sort of hammock litter made of old 
sack cloth suspended from a pole. In- 
side the hammock was a bundle of man 
—you just got a glimpse of blood emd 
hair as it passeGd. You observed, also,

In a minute or two there came by e@n- 
other group, then another, then an- 
other, then 

The first shre nel fired had burst in 
the Cuban house, killing five and 
wounding mure than a dozen. The 
third fiacl killed two gunners and in- 
jured five in the battery, by tho side of 
which we had felt so fortunately 
ylaced. After all, the Spaniards were - 
not such poor gunners as we had been 


leading ourselves to believe. 
“They've gotten range of that hill 
pretty fime,”’ said an artillery officer: 


but they'd gotten it before we amounted 

After a time the shrapmel storin 
seemed to have thundered itself out, 
and our own battery at El Poso, against” 
which the storm had broken as thunder 
clouds are attracted. by mountains, was 
keeping quiet, too. So I started once 
more for my front-row seat. 

At the foot of the lane was o@ field 
dressing station, and into this our own 
men were hobbling or- being carried 
in steady and awful procession. There 
Was a look of pained surprise on the 
faces of some of te less seriously in- 
jured, the.cause of which I soon discovs 
ered. 

“The devils,” said one man with a 
wound in the hip, ‘‘they got me before 
ever I seen a Spaniard! ‘We'd only 
just crossed the ford, making ready to 
advance, and the mext thing I.know 
is enough for my curiosity.” 

A great many of our troops were hit 
by spreading bullets from the shrapnel, 
the road along which the troops ‘were 
passing being close beside the batvery 
hill; a great many were hit by drop- 
ping: shots -fired too high-at troops 
“head of them. 

And then there was the halloon—the 
observaton balloon, which was to. dis-, 
close all the secrets of the enemy's 
strength and defenses. It went up 
nicely enough, and no doubt sueceeded 
in. seeing a great deal. But when it 


‘floated some tivo hundred yards above. 


ithe tallest in the plain, it oec- 
cupied a very conspicuous position, 
and the Spaniards began to pot at it 
like a Saturday afternoon sportsman 
at a carrier pigeon. It.did not mutter 
so much for the balloon’s sake, but as 
it was trailed along the line of the 
road by which our men were marching 
many a shot which was fired at it hit 


a soldier. 
Upon the top of the hill, now that 
the battery was not firing for a time, 


we used the earth mound in front of 
the gun for seats, and after a time 
had semething to see: but to the right 
the rifle fire was still as heavy and 
unbroken as a full peal of bells. And 
the worst of it was that it did not 
seem to be getting any further away. 
Caney was not yet taken. But there 
was heavy firing now along the direct 
road. Gen. Wheeler’s dismounted cav- 
alryv were along there already, and 
Gen. Kent’s infantry division was 
marching along. Now we should see 
something. 


There had been an idea that we were 


rsimply going to take Caney today for 


position’s sake, and then use the ad- 
vantage of the position tomorrow. But 
it seems we ere going to play’ the 
handeright out today. However, that 
little Caney seems to be taking up a 
good deal of time. Rattle go the guns 
on the Santiago road, and along in 
the woods on either side of it. Occasion- 
ally. loud and clear above all thé vol- 
leying, and with a metallic edge to 
its sound, comes the report of a single 
rifle. It is from a Spanish sharpshooter 
hidden in a_epalm-tree picking off 
passers-by. There were no volleys and 
answering volleys. Both sides seemed 
to be shooting all the time. But the 
shooting was going further and fur- 
ther away. Our men were’ making 
ground rapidly. They came in sight 
on the crest of a hill as they drove 
the retreating Spaniards to their next 
defenses 


Only in one place was there 


any- 
thing to be see. From away beyond 
where the road buried itself fn the 


trees a long cloud of blackish smoke 
arose, hovered, and then fost itself. A 
few minutes later it would arise again, 
but a hundred yards or so further on, 
and then further on again, and still 
further on. It marked the advancing 
positions of the Seventy-first New York 
Volunteers, with whose old Springfie!d 
rifles smoky powder is burned. 

When afternoon came—I lost exact 
count of time—there was still a jumble 
of volleying over by Caney. But in 
front our men were away out of sight 
behind a ridge far ahead. Beyond 
there arose a long, steepish ascent 
crowned by the blockhouse upon which 
the artillery had opened fire in the 
morning. 

Suddenly, as we looked through our 
glasses, we saw a little black ant go 
scrambling quickly up this hill, and 
an inch or two behind him a ragged 
line of other little ants, and Pes an- 
other line of ants at another part 
of the hill, and then another, until 
it seemed somebody had due a stick 


into a great ants’ nest down in the 
valley and all the ants were scramb- 
ling away up hill Then the volley 


firing began ten times more furiously 
than before; from the right beyond 
the top of the ridge burst upon the 
ants a terrific fire of shells; from the 
blockhouse in front of them machine 
guns sound@g@l their continuous rattle. 
But the ants swept up the hill. They 
seemed to us ta thin out as they went 
forward, but they still went forward. 
It was incredible. but it was grand. 
The boys were storming the hill. The 
military authorities were most sur- 
prised. They were not surprised at 


these splendid athletic dare-devils of 
ours doing it. But that a military com- 


mainder should have allowed a fortified 
and intrenched position to be assailed 
by an infantry charge up the side of 
a long exposed hill, swept by a terri- 
ble artillery fire, frightened them, not 
so much by its audacity as- by its 
terrible cost in human life. 

As they neared the top the differ- 
ent lines came nearer together. One 
moment they went a little more slow- 
ly, then they nearly stopped, then they 
went on again, faster than ever, and 
then all we sitting there on the top 
af the battery cried with excitement. 
For the ants were scrambling all 
around the blockhouse on the ridge, and 
in a moment or two we saw them in- 
side it. But then our hearts swelled 
up into our throats for a fearful i~ 
came from somewhere’ beyond the 
blockhouse, and from somewhere to the 
ight of it, and somewhere to the left 
af it. Then we saw the ants come 
scrambling down the hill again. They 
had taken a position which they had not 
the force to hold. But a moment or two 
and up they scrambled again, more of 
them, and more quickly than before, 
and up the‘other face of the hill to 
the left went other lines, and the ridge 
was taken, and the blockhouse was 
ours and the trenches were full of dead 
Spaniards. 

It was a grand achievement—for the 
soldiers who shared it—this storming of 
the hill leading up from the San Juan 
River to the ridge before the main 
fort. We could tell so much at 2560 
yards. But we also knew that it had 
cost them dear. 

Later on we knew only too well 
how henvy the cost was. As I was try- 
ing tom ake myself comfortable for the 
ight in some meadow Iss as wet 
with dew as if there had been a thun- 
derstorm. 1 saw a man TF knew in the 
Sixteenth, who had come back from 
the front on some érran 

“How’s the Sixteenth?” I asked him. 

“Good, what's left of it,” he said;

CONFERENCE SERVICES. 


Bishop Wesley J. Gaines Preaches 
an Inspiring Sermon. 

Interesting services were held at the 
A: M. E. Church on Azusa street yes- 
terday by the California conference of 
the A. M. E. Church. The church was 
crowded from pulpit rail to the door at 
the morning and evening services, and 
a very large congregation also gath- 
ered in the afternoon. 

At 9:30 a. m. the Sunday-school was 
addressed by Rev. W. W. Grimes of 
Stockton; W. B. Anderson, San Fran- 
cisco, and Robert Herring, Pasadena. 

At 11 o’clock Bishop Wesley J. 
Gaines preached an able sermon from 
Timothy, 6:20, “O Timothy keep that 
which is committed to thy trust.” 
“This injunction to Timothy,” he said, 
“was timely. Paul was now in prison 
and felt that the same fate awaited 
Timothy. He added further, ‘Avoid 
vain and profane babblings.’ To make 
it plain what was that which had been 
committed to Timothy: I answer, it 
was the ministry. Perhaps we might 
say that no trust which God has com- 
mitted to man is of equal dignity with 
that of the ministry. . It matters not 
what estimation the world places upon 
the ministry, I stand here to say it is 
the highest calling God has given to 
man. Men may have no honors to 
bestow upon you. They may behead 
you as Paul. was beheaded, they may 
stone you; as Stephen was stoned, but 
in the last day you will be found at 
the Savior’s right hand. Our mission 
is not one of earthly or political hon- 
ors, but one of humanity. What a 
trust! 

“Let me exhort you to keep that 
which has been committed to your 
trust. Barter your holy office not 
away. God does set apart or call to 
the ministry, certain men, and the call 
is in the nature of a trust. It is in- 
deed, my Christian brethren; a high 
trust, and in comparison the glory of 
an earthly crown is _ insignificant. 
Preach Jesus and you are greater than 
anybody else. You who are called of 
God feel that you are the greatest of 
men.. Gather information from every 
source, whether from the Greek book 
or the great book of nature. Away 
with the idea that knowledge is an 
enemy to religion! Tl know that not 
every learned man is a_ée successful 
preacher. But if a learned man be’ 
filled with the spirit of God, his knowl- 
edge will help him to preach. You 
young men of today have better advan- 
tages thon we who entered the service 
thirty or forty years ago. Study na- 
ture, study books, and above all, study 
your Bible and study it on your knees. 

“A call to the ministry implies sepa- 
ration; not preparation, but separation. 
Give thyself wholly to the ministry. If 
a man is set apart and has upon him 
the care of his church, he has enough 
to éngage the attention of an angel. 
Cut loose from secular work. Keep 
that which has been committed to thy 
trust, not for a day or a year, but for 
life. God help us to keep it. I have 
been trying to keep it for forty years. 
Keep it, elders, keep it deacons, keep 
it, licentiates. Keep it though the 
eruel Nero chain you in dungeons of 
darkness, and put your head on the 
block, but keep it. Hard toiling little 
appreciation, separation from home 
and friends, but keep the faith. Hold 
fast to the pure and holy doctrine 
which Paul preached. God help that 
which has been committed to thy trust. 

“This is a great trust which God 
has committed to.us. Beloved be God, 
the coming day is coming. O that 
day the faithful minister will see the 
Savior’s. smiling face, and hear the 
words, ‘Come up higher!’ ‘O Timothy 
keep that which has been committed 
to you.’ 

At the close of the sermon Edward 

Hubbard was ordained a dea- 
con, and Charles Cornelius Halford, 
King Nelson Hardeman and Robert 
Hart Herring were ordained elders. 
Fourteen persons joined the church.

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) Aug, 18.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence.}] Gov. Oterd.is now im 
Washington, and in addition to looking after 
political matters, he has taker occasion to 
give the Territory of New Mexico a good 
word or two in the newspapers.

LONG BEACH. 


Questions Discussed at the Univer- 
ralist Summer Meeting, 


LONG BEACH, Aug. 21.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}] Today’s sessions of the Uni- 
versalist summer meeting were well attended. 
Vocal solos were rendered at the morning 
and afternoon sessions by Mrs. E. A. T. 
Hackett, and Georse 4. Swerdiiger sang at 
the latter one. Rev. Dr. George H. Deere 
of Riverside spoke at 9:30 a.m. on “Prayer.” 
He expounded the belief that God is the 
creator of the physical universe and the 
father of the spiritual universe, and argued 
that man is dependent on God as a child is 
dependent on his father. 

“Indictment of History against Spain’’ was 
the subject of an address delivered in the 
afternoon by President Charles K. Adams of 
the University of Wisconsin. He reviewed 
the history of Spain and pointed out how 
Columbus in Santo Domingo and Cuba, Pi- 
zarro in South America and Cortez in Mex- 
ica carried out the idea of the government 
of Spain by their cruelty and otherwise. 
Historians, he said, have estimated that 
gold and silver to the amount of $16,000,009,- 
000 were taken from the New World to Spain 
—a sum which, on account of the greater 
value of gold and silver in those days, would 
today be worth $80,000,000,000. Those precious 
metals taken to Spain amounted to about 
ten times all the gold and silver that has 
been mined in Califorwia and Australia. 
The revenues of a government are usually 
dependent on the people, and the people are 
thereby given means of influencing the con- 
duct of the government, at least to a certain 
extent. The rulers of Spain, with all that 
great wealth flowing into her treasury, could 
be autocratic and independent of the wishes 
of the people. In conclusion, the speaker 
pointed out how the uprisings of the natives 
in Cuba, and in the Philippines were but 
the natural consequences of Spain’s misrule. 

The programme of Monday’s exercises in- 
cludes a paper on “‘Punishment,’’ by Rev. Dr. 
J. W. Hanson at 9 a.m. a lecture on ‘“‘The 
Penalties of Taste’’ by Dr. Norman Bridge 
at 3 p.m., and at 7:30 p.m. an {llustrated lec- 
ture by Maj. H. N. Rust on “A Descriptive 
Trip in Old Mexico,’"’ accompanied by views 
of Yucatan.

FUSION POOR COMFORT FOR LOS 
ANGELES DEMOCRATS.

They Obtain Not a Single Piace 
on the State Ticket 
Chosen, 
POPULISTS TAKE EVERYTHING.

Pority Push Learns a Lesson in 
‘Politics From the Railroad's 
Skilled Heelers in the 
Delegation, 


[SPECIAL CORRES INDENCE OF THE TIMEs.] 
SACRAMENTO). Aue. 19.—The Dem- 


ecratic adiunet to the Populist State 
Convention finished its labors late Fri- 
day nicht and Sacramento is sleepily 
enjoying a brief sneoze from which it 
will be awakened next week when the 


Republicans arrive. 
The Los Angeles delegates have gone 


home in a most tunamiable frame of 
mind. and their disgust is shared by 
the contingenis from other Scuthern 
California counties Their dissatisfac- 
tion is not strange, for the Democracy 
south of Tehachepi is practically un- 


represented on the State ticket except 
by Populists. The South was never 
jobbed so badly as it has been in this 
convention. Los Angeles county, 
whose delegation was second only to 
San Francisco in numbers, got nothing 
that it asked for. and in every com- 
bination which it made, it picked a 
loser. 

So far as the South is concerned fu- 
sion proved a roaring farce, for the 
Pops gobbled nearly everything in 
sight. The theory of the convention 
appeared to be that the Pops were the 
only element in the lower end of the 
State entitled to any recognition in the 
distribution of offices. The second 
place on the ticket was awarded to 
Hutchison of Los Angeles, the Popu- 
list shouter from the Eighth Ward. 
John Dryden of: San Diego, the Popu- 
list who was the laughing stock of the 
last Assembly. walked off with the 
nomination for Railroad Commissioner 
for the Third District. The two Pop- 
ulist Congressmen, Castle in the Sev- 
enth District and Barlow in the Sixth, 
were renominated, the strenuous de- 
mand of Los Angeles Democrats that 
Rarlow be turned down being com- 
pletely ignored. The nomination for 
Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court was allotted to the Silver Ke- 
publicans, Judge Walter Van Dyke of 
Los Angeles being placed on the 
ticket, despite his severe arraignment 
of the Democratic party some: years 
ago, before fusion made it necessary 
for him to seek Democratic support. 

Absolutely the only place given to 
the Democrats of the south was the 
nomination for State Board of Equali- 
zation in the Fourth District. This 
was awarded to T. O. Toland of Ven- 
tura. Even the empty honor of chair- 
man of the convention, which had been 
promised to the south, was taken from 
her and given to Jim Budd. 

Southern Democrats who have advo- 
ceted fusion as the only means of get- 
ting the spoils of office have reason to 
feel sore and they are not slow to voice 
their dissatisfaction. Some of them 
freely express the opinion that the 
Democrats of the south will find little 
reason to give hearty support to the 
Populist Silver Republican combina- 
tion that has been thrust upon them. 
“Hutchison will run 3000 votes behind 
the ticket in our county,” remarked a 
member of the Los Angeles county del- 
egation. Even the nomination for 
State Printer which the Los Angeles 
delegates unanimously asked for R. Y. 
McBride. was denied them on _ the 
ground that Los Angeles already had 
Lieutenant Governor and Associate 
Justice, and therefore could not ask 
more. As one of these places on the 
ticket was filled by a Pop and the other 
by a Silver Republican, the argument 
was naturally not a satisfying one. 

When the Democratic County Con- 
vention of Los Angeles imposed the 
unit rule upon its delegates to the 
State convention, it was with the ex- 
pectation that, with eighty-one solid 
votes, Los Angeles would capture any- 
thing she chose to ask. The outcome 
has been a dismal! disappointment. The 
unit rule has been enforced and the 
only result has been bitter dissensions 
and fierce altercations, which more 
than once threatened to bring the par- 
ticipants to blows. Members of both 
factions have openly threatened to dis- 
regard the rule, but their threats were 
not carried into effect. 

The underlying cause of trouble in 
the delegation has been the long-time 
fight between George Patton and the 
Southern Pacific. Patton made many 
enemies in his Congressional ficht two 
years ago. These old weunds were 
reopened in the Democratic County 
Convention held last week. and Patton 
then scored a signal triumph. The 
men who had fought him in 1896 were 
thrown down all along the line. 

John W. Mitchell, who had been 
Rose's chief lieutenant .was flung out 
of the convention in a manner so hu- 
miliating that even his enemies pitied 
him. J. Mary Ann Brooke was not 
permitted to come in even on a proxy. 
Adolph Ramish secured a 


seat 
afier strong appeal and because he 
had given assurances that he would 
join Me Patton forces. Those of the 
old raillwoad push who wer 


lacky 
enough to get into the convention were 
mere ciphers in the early part of its 


proceedings. They were a hopeless 


minority and were contemptuously ig- 
nored by the victors. In the appoint- 
ment of the three committees, on Cre- 
Gentials, Organization and Platform 
with fifteen members each. the minority 
Was not accorded a single representa- 
tive. So complete was the discom- 
fiilure of the railroad Push that all 
these indignities were accepted with 
scarce a protest. Kiven th. seatine of 
the megro, Allbrizht. in place of John 
W. Mitchell, went unchallenged save bv 
Mitchell himself. although the negro 
had received the smallest number of 
votes cast at the primary. However 


much Mitchell may have merited his 
humiliation, there can be no questian 
that the convention's action was un - 
Warranted and indefensible, yet mon: 
of Mitchell's old-time allies dared to 
gainsay the triumphant majority. 

The “Purity Push” was in the sad- 
die and it rule4 with despotic power. 
The railroad pugh in its palmiest days 
was never more dictatorial. The tri- 
umph of the Patton-Hill-Rurke faction 
seemed complete, but victory engen- 
dered overweening confidence, which 
brought undoing. The railroad snake 
“was scotche4 but not killed. 

. Unforiunately for the cause of de- 
‘fency in Democratic politics, many of 
‘the leaders in the “purity push” were 
mo match, in shrewdness and political 
cunning. for their adversaries. The 
wimplest precautions were neglected by 
‘majority leaders,-and at the last 
fruits of victory were snatehed from 
their grasp. The chief work of the 
county convention was the election of 
delegates to the State convention, and 
it was here that all the strength of the 
o6 machine wae rallied for a final 
etruggie. The delegates were chosen, 
and it was loudly proclaimed that the 


raileoad push was so hopelessly in the 
minority that it could exert no influ- 
ence in the delegation. Such was not 
the case. 

Isidore Dockweiler bad long been an 
aspirant for the chairmanship of the 
State convention. Assurances had been 
given from the North that the honor 
should be given to Los Angeles, pro- 
vided her delegation could agree upon 
the man. For more than three months 
Dockweiler had been busily securing 
pledges of support and when, after 
the delegation had been chosen, Patton 
announced himself a candidate for the 
game nomination, many of his friends 
were already committed to Dockweiler’s 
support. The railroad push, with whom 
Pation is like a red rag to a bull, 
promptly seized the opportunity ¢o get 
in their deadly work. Tom McCaffrey, 
Martian Marsh, Tom Casey, Ww. 
Conkling and the rest of the gang flung 
themselves into Dockweiler’s fight with 
all the energy born of an eager thirst 
for revenge. Passes were given right 
and left and every purchasable dele- 
gate was brought into the Dockweiler 
column, Last Sunday noon, when the 
majority of the delegation left for Sac- 
ramento, his fight was already won. 
It is but fair to Dockweiler to Say, 
however, that there is no reason to be- 
lieve that he was a party to the dis- 
reputable methods used io his behalf, 
although more than once in the subse- 
quent occurrefces he laid himself open 
to criticism by standing in with the 
railroad’s programme. 

The history of the caucuses of the 


Los Angeles~delegation has already 
been told in my dispatches. When 
Dr. Hill was made chairman of the 
deiegation last Monday night, the 
Patton faction was jubilant, believ- 
ing their triumph assured. But their 
exultation was short-lived. A few 


minutes later a ballot was taken to 
determine whom the delegation would 


support for chairman of the State 
convention. To the utter dismay of 
Patton and his friends, Dockweiler 


won by a vote of 40 to 37, four dele- 
gates being absent, and unrepresented 
by proxies. Had they been present 
the result would not have been 
changed.

An examination of the list shows 
how adroitly the railroad’s hand was 
played. More than one of the “purity 
push” was lined up under Tom Mc- 
Caffrey’s leadership, because of per- 
sonal pledges to support Dockweiler. 
Victory had been snatched from de- 
feat and the methods that have so 
long dominated the Democratic party 
in Los Angeles were once more trium- 
phant. The story of the rout of the 
Patton forces is told in two words— 
bad generalship. The defeat of Pat- 
ton was the one great object of the 
railroad push, and in this they were 
successful. That Dockweiler was after- 
ward shelved in favor of Jim Budd 
caused them little disappointment. 
Even the subsequent defeat of Mer- 
ritt of Monterey for the State Board 
of Equalization, a candidate most ac- 
ceptable to the Southern Pacific, was 
a matter of minor importance to the 
gang that fought Patton. The desire 
for revenge was even more potent 
than loyalty to the railroad. 

The battle that has been fought is 
not yet concluded. It will break out 
again when the Democratic County 
Convention meets to make up the 
county ticket. The “purity push” has 
been taught a lesson in practical poli- 
tics which may bear fruit. If so, the 
railroad push may yet be wearing

Amerca’s Cup Defender, 

The America’s cup defender is to be 
built by the Herreshoff Company in 
Bristol, R. I. Capt. Nat Herreshoff 
and C. Oliver Iselin have already 
agreed on the design. 

It is estimated that the cost of the 
new defender, built of metal, will be 
in the neighborhood of $60,000, and the 
contract will provide that she shall 

afioat in the Herreshoff dock in 
sufficient time to race in 1899. In due 
time the Defender is to be sailed to 
Bristol and put in trim for racing in 
the trials of the new yacht. Some of 
her plates require replacing, and a 
quantity of the bolts are to be re- 
moved. This is due to corrosion, the 
result of the Defender’s long vacation 
at her anchorage in the waters about 
New York. 

In an interview Capt. Nat Herres- 
hoff said: ‘The challengers have not 
yet defined the character of their 
boat. We must await that and the 
formal challenge, and some other in- 
formation. There is no fear but we 
can build a winner; still the Ameri- 
cans this time will have a remarkably 
well-equipped challenger to contest 
against. For months past Mr. Iselin 
and others have kept close watch of 
foreign yachts and yachtsmen, and we 
will not be caught napping.” . 

Sir Thomas Lipton, the English chal- 
lenger, says his yacht will be a ninety- 
footer, and of about the dimensions 
of the Valkyrie. According to cur- 
rent rumor, the Cowes faction is angry 
at Sir Thomas Lipton for challenging. 
The members of that faction think 
Lord Dunraven should have been con- 
sulted, and that he should have _re- 
ceived an apology from, the United 
States before another challenge was 
sent.

Golf Notes, 

There is a strong probability that the 
University of Pennsylvania will join 
the Intercolegiate Golf Association, and 
send a team to the championship meet- 
ing at Ardsley in the fall. There is a 
growing interest in golf in that colieye, 
and a movement will be made at the 
reopening of the fall term to bring to- 
gether a representative team. 

The Princeton golf team is not the 
only one which has lost men through 
graduation. At the intercollegiate 
tournament in October Yale will have 
to fill the places of Roderick Terry, Jr., 
and W. Rossiter Betts, two of her 
strongest players. Terry was the for- 
mer captain of the team and a keen 
golfer. ‘Cortlandt D. Barnes of Cut- 
ler’s School, who enters Yale this fall, 
will doubtless secure one of the vacant 
positions. 

Golf has obtained a foothold at the 
University of California. There '~ no 
regularly organized club, but a num- 
ber of the younger faculty men and 
students play on the fine links on the 
sloves of Grizzly Peak. 

People who profess to think that 
golf is merely a passing fad do not 
realize the amount of money which 
has been invested in the game. One 
of the surest indications that the sport 
has come to stay is the enormous out- 
lay for golf grounds and buildings 
that has been made in this country 
in the last three years. Some idea 
of the sums invested is contained in 
the fact that the Country Club of 
Brookline recently decided to expend 
$42,000 in securing additional land for 
an eighteen-hole course. This, of 
course, does not cover the original 
outiay for clubhouse and other facili- 
ties. The Shinnecock Hills Club. has 
spent about $75,000 in establishing its 
grounds. The Morris County Golf Club, 
where the amateur championship is 
to be held next month, is a_ stock 
company, capitalized at its organiza- 
tion, in 1895, at $50,000. Since that time, 
however, the grounds have been 
greatly extended and improved, and the 
money subscribed for this purpose 
would probably exceed the original 
capital. In England even larger sums 
are invested. The announcement was 
made not long ago that the Chiselhurst 
Ciub had bought its nine-hole course 


outright, paying $180,000 for the grounds 


and clubhouse. When it is remembered 
that there is hardly a suburban re- 
sort in this country that does not 
possess a links of some kind or other, 
the total amount tied up in golf 
mounts into the millions.

CORONADO BEACH, 


Remarhable Fishing Reeord at the 
Ceean Pier—Personals, 
HOTEL DEL CORONADO, Aug. 21,—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] Yesterday broke the 
record in many respects for fishing of the 
pier. The catch of pompano excelled any- 
thing ever caught here, and has only been 
beaten on the coast, so far as knuown, by 
that lucky fisherman, ‘‘Itata Bill’’ of San 
Diego, who hauled in a whole seinful once, 
netting him $250. One man today caught ut 
ihe ccean pier 180 pompano, averaging from 
six to eight ounces each. The pompano are 
quite large this year, but retain their noted 
flavor and richness. This man, Chris Richert, 
is the same one who caught 127 pompiuno the 
other day, breaking the record up to that 
time, and winning the envy of every other 
fisherman in these waters. For the pompano, 
like many other things of choiceness, comes 
in a small bundle, and the man who hauls 
in a great many of the little fellows is 


luckier than he who takes a boatload of bar-— 


racuda. 

Besides Chris Richert’s record-breaking 
catch, there were other lucky anglers on the 
pier who took in large numbers of fish. Capt. 
Dunne, who had occasion to see all the fish 
caught, said between 400 and 500 were 
caught on the pier during the day. The 
varieties, he said, consisted of pompano, 
eastern mackerel, silver salmon and kingfish, 
with only a few croakers and yellowfin. 

The total returns of the deep-sea fishing 
off the hotel could not be obtained. Some of 
the fish markets reported having received a 
total of over 1000 barracuda, yeilowtail and 
Spanish mackerel, but how much more than 
that number were caught is not known.

J. Baier is sinking a well not 
far from Temple street, near the Sis- 
ters’ Hospital, 

The work here mentionel may be 
said to represent all the work now go- 
ing on in the Los Angeles teld, with 
the exception of some small amount 
of “wild-catting” going on in Fast Los 
Angeles. 

Mire Joyce, who has been operating 
for the past three months on Victor 
street, has finally abandoned further 
work there. He was down 970 feet, but 
encountered uch a strong flow of 
Water that he was drowned out. 

The present production of the Los 
Angeles field is closely estimated to be 
2300 barrels of oil a day, or, say, 69,000 
barrels a month. Local consumption 
is 75,000 barrels, and shipments to out- 
side points 15,000 barrels, a total con- 
sumption of 90,000 barrels a month, as 
against a present production of 69,000 
barrels: with about 300,000 barrels 


above ground in the field and in stor- 
age. Should the present production 
and consumption continue to maintain 


themselves at the quantities here 
stated, it is the easiest kind of an 


arithmetical proposition to figure out 
how long the present reserve will hold 
vut. But with all this nobody views 
the situation with alartn, An opinion 
prevails pretty generally among pro- 
ducers that there are other oil de- 
posits in this locality, and that they 
will be found before the present re- 
serve is exhausted seems to be a fore- 
gone conclusion. 

The Santa Fé Railway Company 
continues to push work vigorously in 
the neighborhood of Fullerton. They 
are now putting dowy #@ome new wells 
on the Shanklin-ranch, near Amaheim. 

No new strikes are reported from 
Summerland, Santa Barbara county, 
but the news which comes from there 


indicates plenty of work ahead for 
some ume to come. Some disputes 


over beaeh territory, which may have 
to be carried into the courts for ad- 
justment, are reported, but those who 
are ! present possession of the dis- 
puted portions of these tide lands are 
going ahead erecting wharves and der- 
ricks as though sure that their title 
would not be called in question. All 
things point to a large production of 
oil from these beach properties. 

The latest eastern advices are to the 
effect, as shown by the Pipe Line re- 
ports for July, that for the first time 
fn six months the stocks of Pennsvi- 
vania oil show a decrease. This is not 
due, as stated, to increased consum)- 
tion or shipments, but to a considera- 
ble drop in production. The runs of 
Pennsylvania oil show a decline of 
over 5000 barrels a day in July, and 
those of the Trenton rock fields of 
over 1400 barrels aday. The reports 
further show that the shipments of 
Pennsylvania oil were increased about 
1500 barrels, while those of the Lima 
oil fields were decreased about the 
same quantity during that month. 
Commenting on this condition of af- 
fairs, the Oil City Derrick says: 
“Pennsivvania stocks had been gaining 
since January, but in July they made 
a drop of 75,000 barrels. The June in- 
increase was over 135,000 barrels, aind 
that of May exceeded 289,000 barrels. 
The stocks of Lima oil were reduced 
564.578 barrels in July, which, added 
to the decrease in Pennsylvania stocks, 
|gives an aggregate decline of 644,874 
|} barrels for the month recently closed. 
The stocks of Lima oil were reduced 
609.404 barrels In May and 580,706 bar- 
rels in June, so that the total decrease 
in the available stocks was over 321,000 
barrels in May and 444,667 barrels in 
June. The consumption of Lima oil 
Was about 63,500 barrels a day in July, 
over 65.000 barrels a day in May and

A somewhat similar state of affairs 
is reported t#toughout the entire south- 
ern portion of, Pemnsylvania. From 
Pittsburgh the statement comes: 
“Throughout the entire South, during 
the past week (August 14,) not a dis- 
covery of any importance was made in 
either old or new territory. Operators 
are watchful of new work and there is 
an inereasing inquiry for developioents 
in localities that are likely to open pro- 
ducing territory. The demand for leases 
is better than at any time for more 
than two years. In Butler, Allegheny 
and Washington counties, usually 
designated as local territory, more 
work is now under way and starting 
than has been recorded at any ome time 
in more tham a year. The work for the 
most part is scattered over the fields 
and is scarcely noticeable except taken 
collectively. ‘The fifth sand develop- 
ment in the Little Deer Creek district, 
this county, leads in activity and in- 
terest, in fact it is the only local de- 
velopment which contains an element of 
doubt as to the final result, in both ex- 
tent and producing qualities. Up to 
the present the completed wells do not 
furnish amy probable index to either. T. 
W. Phillips, the veteran operator, is the 
principal holder of territory in the vi- 
cinity of the producing wells, and if 
the amount of mew work starting and 
slated by him is an evidence of his 
faith in his holdings, then he is cer- 
tainly confident that he has @ good 
thing, even at a 96-cent market. That 
he is not entirely alone in tis views is 
shown by other operators starting some 
experimental work. By the end of the 
month there will be fifteen or ‘twemty 
wells | drilling in the Deer Creek dis- 
trict.’ 


BURNED TO DEATH. 


HORRIBLE FATE OF A’ SEVEN- 


YEAR-OLD BOY, 


Lighted a Paper, Which was Blown 
Against Him and Ignited His 
Clothing—Died After Six Hours’ 
Suficring, 


The seven-year-old son of Fred Ha- 
ver, a brick-mason residing at No. 


«=West Ninth’ stret, was «60 
badly burned while playing with 
fire in the rear of his home 
about 2 o'clock yesterday af- 


ternoon that he died at 8:30 o’clock 
last night. The child had been left 
alone at home, his mother going to 
Pasadena earlier in the day and his 
father leaving the house for a short 
walk after dinner. Soon after the de- 
parture of his father, the boy went into 
the back yard and began lighting 
pieces of paper which he found there. 
With a whole newspaper he decided to 
try to burn the dead leaves off a fig 
tree and instead of placing the paper 
under the tree and lighting it he struck 
a match to it some distance from the 
tree and tried to throw it on the dry 
leaves, The wind caught the burn- 
ing paper and blew it against him, and 
before he could prevent it his coat was 
in a biaze. 

At thre the child became  panic- 
stricken and began running around the 
house screaming at the top of his 
voice. His running only served to 
fan the flames, and his clothing was 
soon ablaze all over. His cries at- 
tracted the attention of « number of 
neighbors and several men ran to the 
place. Before any of them could 
reach the boy he rushed into the house. 
The first neighbor to reach him found 
him lying on the floor surrounded by 
flames, and promptly threw his coat 
around the child, smothering the 
flames. Several men were at once 
sent for physicians and Dr. Trueworthy 
was the first to arrive. Later Drs. 
Fitzgerald and Basset responded to the 
call. The remnants of the boy’s cCfoth- 
ing were cut from his body and it was 
found that from his neck to the lower 
portion of his abdomen was a solid 
burn, in places so deep that pleces of 
flesh were removed when the clothing 
was taken off. The burns on his arms 
were terrible, and along both his sides 
and on his back nearly to the spine 
there Was not a square inch that had 
not been blistered or incinerated. 

Everything that could be done to re- 
lieve his sufferings was done and the 
three physicians worked for several 
hours with him, but from the first they 
declared the case hopeless. The child 
lingered in agony until 8:30 o'clock, 
when he died.
